Service Business Grows 
"III till- niilui' forniH (jf business, one 
"I the reasons that there la an aiv 
ireciabte loss of trade Is that there 
is too much duplication of slocks and 
none of them complete. If a pur- 
chaser Is looking for some specific 
article of a certain deflwlte type, the 
chances are that he may hava to go 
to a numlier of different stores before 
ho can find that article. 

"Often he is forced to go to anoth- 
fir town. This, of course, rtiults Id 
loss to the merchants of the village, 
which was first visited, bad a loss to 
the merchants who did not hare the 
article. Further the visitor is llkelv 
to buy other articles while away In 
the neighboring town. 

"Continued repetition of their ex- 
I>erience causes the purchaser first 
to try to find the article In the larger 
village or town, and to pass up his 
home trading center all together. 
This brings new businesses to the 
larger centers The purchaser, as a 
rule, travels l)y automobile, and he 
must secure supplies for his car 
whenever «nd wherever he needs 
them. This condition causes the ser- 
vlc type of business to tiirive and the 
small village merchant lo lot« 
money."
